3 A meeting of the Illinois Student Senate was held on Wednesday, February 22, 2012 at 

4 7:00PM Central Time in the Levis Faculty Center. 

5 Executive Officers Present: 

6 David Pileski, Jackson Garvey, Sam Barghi, Frank Niu 

7 Staff Present: 

8 Daniel O'Connor, Jenny Baldwin, Gina Cetrone, Victor Aguirre 

9 Call to Order 

10 Vice President External Sam Barghi called the meeting to order at 7:05PM. 

1 1 Quorum Call 

12 At 7:05PM, VPX Barghi called for quorum, quorum was met. 

13 Approval of Minutes 

14 It was moved and seconded to approve the minutes. The minutes were approved. 

15 Public Comment 

16 Ivan A. Dozier, President of Students for Chief Illiniwek, addressed the body regarding 

17 resolution CA. 2012. 04 Retain the Three-In-One. He urged Senators to vote in favor of 

18 the resolution. Alyssa Arkin with the Marching Illini also spoke to the body about 

19 retaining the Three-In-One; she informed the body of her research of the university's 

20 song, and urged members to pass the resolution. Alisia Goines wished to address the 

21 body regarding CA. 2012. 05 Statement Condemning the "University of Illinois ' Memes " 

22 Facebook Group. She brought attention to some of the offensive images on the site and 

23 asked Senators to carefully consider their vote. Jordyn Fishman and Allie Bahcall from 

24 Relay for Life asked the body to attend an all-you-can-eat pancake dinner at the Wesley 

25 Foundation on February 23 from 5-9PM. Camille Range from the RSO 100 Strong spoke 

26 in favor of CA. 2012.05 Statement Condemning the "University of Illinois ' Memes " 
21 Facebook Group. She informed the body of disrespectful comments toward the 

28 homosexual community and minorities. She encouraged members to take the initiative in 

29 promoting diversity on campus and asked them to vote in favor of the resolution. Kyle 

30 Castner also wished to address the body regarding the University of Illinois Memes page. 

31 He urged senators to vote down the resolution. Abril Edwards from the Central Black 

32 Student Union spoke to the body about the Facebook page as well. She supports the 

33 resolution and asked that members of the body pass the piece of legislation. Public 

34 Comment ended after thirty minutes had expired. A two-minute recess was taken. 

35 Business resumed at 7:41PM. 

36 Member Comment 

37 Senator Crawford submitted 2 amendments to the resolution CA. 2012.05 Statement 

38 Condemning the "University of Illinois ' Memes " Facebook Group. Senator Hughes 

39 informed the body a presentation given by a member of the Admissions Department, and 

40 encouraged members to attend. He also reported that the federal courthouse in Urbana is 

41 under consideration to be renamed. Senator Hanley moved to add resolution Student 

42 Body Support for a Champaign City Plastic Bag Surcharge Ordinance in the Name of 

43 Environmental Sustainability and Litter Mitigation under Items of Information. In a vote 
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1 of 12-7-6, the agenda was not amended. Senator Markwell moved to add Advocacy Day 

2 under Items for Action. In a vote of 15-6-2, the item was added to the agenda. She also 

3 moved to add Illinois Student Senate Town Hall Meeting under Items for Information; in 

4 a vote of 14-9-1 the motion failed. Senator Maskeri thanked the Executive Board for 

5 yielding their time to the public. He asked unanimous consent to remove IA. 2012.07 

6 Bylaw Change- Verification Meeting. The motion passed. Senator Gold reminded 

7 members that Champaign voting will take place over spring break, and he is working on 

8 establishing an early voting site. Senator Gold yielded the remainder of his time to Jose 

9 Ortiz. The gentleman spoke in regards to CA. 2012. 05 Statement Condemning the 

10 "University of Illinois ' Memes " Facebook Group. He encouraged senators to vote in 

1 1 favor of the legislation. Senator Emeritus Devin Bergman spoke regarding the Three-In- 

12 One as a member of the Marching Illini; he encouraged senators to vote in favor of the 

13 resolution. 

14 Officer Announcements 

15 Time for Officer Announcements was yielded to the public to continue to speak. Naomi 

16 Hill wished to speak in opposition to the University of Illinois Memes page. She asked 

17 that members vote in favor of the resolution in order to promote diversity on the campus. 

18 Aaron McBee also wished to speak against the memes page; he asked that the 

19 University's affiliation be removed from the page and encouraged members to vote in the 

20 interest of their constituents. Bradley Harrison also spoke about the memes page; he 

21 informed the body that all minority groups have been attacked on the page, and asked the 

22 senators to pass the resolution. Shevin Smith-Ward addressed the body concerning 

23 diversity and education; he pointed out to the body that the problem with the Facebook 

24 page is the lack of cultural awareness among the student body. Aaron Beasley of the 

25 Alpha Phi Alpha fraternity reiterated the comments made by Smith-Ward, and called for 

26 mandatory diversity education in order to promote a better cultural environment. Keena 

27 Griffith spoke in favor of the resolution. He asked senators to take this issue seriously, as 

28 it is a blemish on this university and directly affects a large part of the constituency. 

29 Executive Orders 

30 EXO.2012.06 illANNOYED states the ISS's endorsement of the page which would serve as 

31 a forum for students to inform their senators about grievances on campus that should be 

32 addressed by the Illinois Student Senate. The executive order passed in a vote of 16-2-3. 

33 EXO.2012.07 Appointment of Senate Vacancies appoints 5 members to vacant senate seats. 

34 The resolution passed in a vote of 19-0-2. 

35 Swearing in of New Senators 

36 The 5 new senators were sworn into the Illinois Student Senate. 

37 Resolutions for Action 

38 CA. 2012.03 Student Code Revision- Programming Boards was discharged from Campus 

39 Affairs with a recommendation to adopt. Question was called. In a vote of 24-1-1, the 

40 resolution passed. Senator Young reported on CA. 2012.04 Retain the Three-In-One in a 

41 vote of 3-1-0, the committee voted to endorse. VPX Barghi distributed a statement made 

42 by Andrew Nicholas Groll, a student at the University of Illinois and a descendent of the 

43 Oneida People. Senator Hughes moved to strike lines 30-43 on page 1, and strike lines 1- 
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1 32, and amend line 34 on page 2. Senator Huang called the previous question on the 

2 amendment. In a vote of 4-24-2, the amendment failed. Senator Huang moved to amend 

3 lines 25 and 24. The amendment passed. Question was called on the entire resolution, 

4 ending debate. In a vote of 24-3-2, the resolution passed. Senator Young reported that 

5 Campus Affairs recommends adoption of CA. 201 2.05 Statement Condemning the 

6 "University of Illinois ' Memes " Facebook Group. Senator Bolden spoke briefly about the 

7 resolution and urged members to support it. The floor was opened to debate. Senator 

8 Huang moved to change the title of the resolution to read: "Statement of Enforcing the 

9 "University of Illinois' Memes" Facebook Group" along with several other amendments. 

10 A two-minute recess was taken to reflect the changes in the document. Business resumed 

11 at 8:45PM. The amendment was not seconded. Senator Maskeri announced that the 

12 Committee on Academic Affairs reviewed the resolution, which voted in a 6-0-1 vote to 

13 fail the resolution, Senator Maskeri abstained from the vote. VPX Barghi also moved to 

14 amend the title of the resolution to read: "Statement to Encourage the "University of 

15 Illinois' Memes" Facebook Group to Disassociate from the University of Illinois". 

16 Question was called on the amendment. In a vote of 26-2-1, the amendment passed. After 

17 much debate, question was called on the resolution. In a vote of 15-12-2, question was 

18 not called. Debate continued. Senator Huang moved to change "condemn" to 

19 "discourage" in the resolution. Senator Lopez shared the vote totals from the Student 

20 Rights committee, in a vote of 7-0-0, the committee voted against the resolution. Senator 

21 Cohen moved to strike the first whereas clause on the second page. The motion was 

22 seconded, and debated upon. VPX Barghi made an amendment to the amendment, which 

23 he later withdrew. Senator Bolden called to question on the amendment, which failed in a 

24 vote of 13-12-3. President Pileski chose to vote in the negative; another vote was 

25 conducted. The amendment failed in a vote of 13-14-3. Senator Bolden called to 

26 question, ending debate upon the resolution. In a vote of 23-3-3 the resolution passed. 

27 IA. 2012.05 Organizational & Transition Meetings was recommended by the Committee 

28 on Internal Affairs to adopt. After short debate, question was called on the resolution. In a 

29 vote of 22-2-3, the resolution passed. VPI Garvey reported on IA. 2012. 06 Donation of 

30 Miss Representation DVD with a motion to adopt. Question was called, ending debate. 

31 The resolution passed in a vote of 23-1-2. Senator Niu reported that the Financial Affairs 

32 Committee moved adoption of FA. 2012.06 Student Election Promotion. An two-minute 

33 recess was taken. Business resumed at 9: 19PMSenator Markwell moved to amend the 

34 resolution, making the total $850.00. The amendment passed in a vote of 22-4-1. 

35 Question was called on the resolution; with a 20-4-2 vote, it passed. Treasurer Niu 

36 reported that Financial Affairs moved to adopt FA. 2012.07 Sub-Committee on 

37 Scholarship. Senators Gold and Bolden proposed amendments that were previously 

38 submitted. Question was called; in a vote of 16-3-5, the amendment passed. They also 

39 moved to amend lines 33 on page 1 to line 3 on page 2. Question was called; the 

40 amendment failed in a vote of 7-16-2. An amendment was made to change lines 33-35 on 

41 page 2; in a vote of 11-12-3, the motion failed. Debate continued on the resolution as a 

42 whole. Senator Hughes moved to send it back to the Internal Affairs committee; the 

43 motion was seconded. Senator Guo called the question. In a vote of 24-2-0 the resolution 
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1 was sent back to Internal Affairs. Advocacy Day was reported upon by Senator Markwell 

2 with a recommendation to adopt. Question was called. In a vote of 19-0-2 the resolution 

3 passed. 

4 Resolutions for Information 

5 Revision of the University Housing Dining Policy on Purchasing Meals for Friends 

6 would allow students to use a "classic meal" when purchasing a meal for a guest in 

7 University dining halls. It was moved that Student Body Support for a Champaign City 

8 Plastic Bag Surcharge Ordinance in the Name of Environmental Sustainability and Litter 

9 Mitigation be added to the agenda. The motion passed. Statement Calling for 

10 Transparency from Illini Media thanks the Daily Illini and mini Media for their 

1 1 collaboration with ISS, and requests that any information regarding student fee money be 

12 made public with regard to the Daily Illini and Illini Media. Removal of Senators would 

13 remove a total of five senators from the body because of continual absences. Student 

14 Body Support for a Champaign City Plastic Bag Surcharge Ordinance in the Name of 

15 Environmental Sustainability and Litter Mitigation would impose a minimal surcharge on 

16 plastic grocery bags at local grocery stores. 

17 Reports for Information 

18 There were no reports for information. 

19 Adjournment 

20 A motion was made and seconded to adjourn. President Pileski adjourned the meeting at 

21 9:53pm.

1 The following is a statement by Andrew Nicholas Groll to be presented today, 

2 February 22, 2012, in defense of 3 in 1. 

3 

4 My name is Andrew Nicholas Groll and I a Native American descendent of the Oneida 

5 People. My ancestors once occupied the New York state region and were part of the once 

6 powerful Iroquois Confederacy. During the days of revolution, my people stood and 

7 fought alongside the colonists against the invading British. I am quite proud of what my 

8 people did and what they once were. Yet this is not information that is known by many 

9 outside of my tribe. We all know what happened to the original people of this land. 

10 I have heard the disapproving comments of using Native Americans as mascots (I know 

1 1 this is not the central topic of debate today) and I know 3 in 1 is perhaps is a lingering 

12 piece of an essence that is no longer whole. We have removed the chief wrongly, and 

13 now we intend to remove what was once associated with him. Let me be frank in my 

14 thoughts. There will never be a reemergence of Native American culture. What once was 

15 has been dominated and destroyed. All we have left are pieces of historical influence. All 

16 we have left are the names of cities and towns, the mascots of schools, the few sentences 

17 in the books of history, and the exhibits in museums. 

18 The latter two examples mean nothing today for we live in a society where easy is the 

19 only methodology. Few take the effort to step forward and push themselves beyond what 

20 is expected. It is instant gratification that many accept and therefore no effort will be put 

21 into reading the pages of history and no effort will be put into investigating the brilliant 

22 collections from the past. This is what society is, and Native Americans only find hope 

23 for survival (not in the physical sense) in the eyes of the mainstream. 

24 Remove 3 in 1, then I encourage you to remove Illini from Illinois Fighting Illini. Why 

25 stop there? Rename Chicago to the "City of Towers and Corruption." I encourage you to 

26 continue being what you perceive as being politically correct. Remove the surviving 

27 portions of our culture. Remove us so we may finally fade from the minds of the public. 

28 Native Americans have been through hell, and now due to some push to constantly 

29 correct the racial errors of the past, we are being cast from society. 3 in 1 is a collection 

30 of songs and that's it. 

31 This needs to stop now.

13 The illANNOYED Facebook Page is meant to be a forum for general University 

14 of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign students to reach out to the Illinois Student Senate with 

15 concerns they have in-and-around campus. The Illinois Student Senate welcomes all 

16 comments, concerns, and/or criticisms from students not directly affiliated with the 

17 Illinois Student Senate, as long as their posts are not racially derogatory, inflammatory, 

18 and/or considered spam or electioneering by the Page Administrators. If this occurs, the 

19 Page Administrators reserve the right to "hide" said comments. The Page Administrators 

20 must immediately notify the individual that his/her post is under review and a warning 

21 that further offenses will bar them from being a member in the Page if they are found to 

22 be in violation of our standards. The Page Administrators must consult the Executive 

23 Board and the Illinois Student Senate Adviser and determine an adequate response to the 

24 post and the individual in question by a maximum of 7 days time. If the post is deemed to 

25 be in violation of our standards, the post will be permanently deleted; otherwise, the post 

26 will be "un-hidden" to be seen by all members of the Pagey Repeat offenders will have 

27 their comments deleted and be banned from the Page after notification to the individual. 
28 

29 All members of the Illinois Student Senate are prohibited from utilizing this page 

30 to express opinions that could otherwise be shared through other venues open to Illinois 

31 Student Senate members. This page is not a forum for internal discussion, criticism, 

32 and/or debate due to the presence of pre-existing mechanisms available to these 

33 individuals to address these types of concerns. The allowance of such activities would 

34 detract from the overall mission of the page and can discourage general members of the 

35 student body from engaging in a meaningful dialogue with the Illinois Student Senate. 

36 Illinois Student Senate members found to be in violation of these standards will face the 

37 same response as outlined in the first paragraph of this Standing Rule.

1 1 Bylaw Change & Changes to Senate Rules for Student Electorate- Verification Meeting 
12 

13 Whereas, the Campus Student Election Commission (CSEC) has the authority to 

14 facilitate the elections of student senators, and 
15 

16 Whereas, the barriers to entry to become a balloted candidate can be considerable, 

17 including attending a mandatory election meeting, obtaining fifty student signatures, and 

18 following the deadline for signature submissions by the CSEC, and 
19 

20 Whereas, to get on the ballot, candidates must sign and submit a Qualifying Statement, 

21 highlighting the responsibilities that would follow their election to student senate, and 

22 certifying that they will be on campus and able to fulfill their duties for the duration of 

23 their term, and 
24 

25 Whereas, write-in candidates must respond to confirm their willingness to serve, if 

26 elected, via email to the CSEC, but they are not required to sign the Qualifying 

27 Statement, nor are they fully informed of their incumbent responsibilities, and 
28 

29 Whereas, during the 201 1 Student Elections, nineteen students were declared elected and 

30 sworn in as Student Senators of the 8 th Assembly via write-in ballots, and 
31 

32 Whereas, several deeply involved and passionate Senators have been elected as a result 

33 of write-in ballots, and 
34 

35 Whereas, it hurts the system when students who are obviously not seeking election or 

36 interested in representing their constituents get sworn into office; 
37 

38 Therefore, let it be resolved, that Article V of the Bylaws be amended as follows 

39 ( deletions , additions) " 
40 

41 Article V. Term and Transition 

42 Section 1. Sessions 

43 A. Each Session shall last approximately one year, beginning and ending with the 
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1 Transition Meeting. 

2 B. During the period between spring elections and the swearing-in of the next Session, 

3 the current Session shall retain full power and authority. 

4 [Section 2. The Verification of Write-In Candidates 

5 C. All write-in senators -elect will sign and submit a copy of the Qualifying Statement & 

6 Dean Certification Statement written by the Campus Student Election Commission within 

7 one academic week to the Illinois Student Senate Advisor. Failure to do so by any 

8 senator-elect will be considered as their withdrawal from being considered as a student 

9 senator. 

10 E. Should write-in senators-elect fail to conform to the rules outlined in this section, the 

1 1 Vice President Internal shall forward their names to the Clerk of the UIUC Senate and the 

12 Chairman of the UIUC Senate's Committee on University Statutes and Senate 

13 Procedures. 

14 ] 

15 Section 2-3. The Organizational Meeting 

16 A. No later than the eleventh week of the spring semester, the chairman of the Campus 

17 Student Election Commission shall call and convene an Organizational Meeting of 

18 Student Senators-elect for the purpose of electing Officers. 

19 B. The chairman of the Campus Student Election Commission shall conduct the internal 

20 elections for Officers of the Illinois Student Senate. Elections for Officers shall be 

21 conducted in the order in which they are listed in the Constitution. 

22 C. The secretary of the Campus Student Election Commission shall collect and record the 

23 vote of each Student Senator. The secretary shall also take minutes, which shall be 

24 approved within seven (7) days of the adjournment of the Organizational Meeting by the 

25 Campus Student Election Commission. 

26 D. Candidates must receive a majority vote for election. If no candidate receives a 

27 majority vote in the first round of voting, the candidate who received the fewest votes 

28 shall be dropped, and the vote shall be repeated. This process shall be repeated until one 

29 candidate receives a majority vote. 

30 E. The voting record of each Student Senator shall be made available upon request. 

31 F. No business other than the election of Officers may be transacted during the 

32 Organizational Meeting. 

33 G. The Campus Student Election Commission may establish additional guidelines for the 

34 fair and transparent election of Officers. 

35 H. The most current edition of Robert's Rules of Order Newly Revised shall be the 

36 official parliamentary authority of the Transition Meeting in all cases to which it is 

37 applicable and in which it does not conflict with the Constitution or bylaws. 

38 Section 3 [4], The Transition Meeting 

39 A. During the thirteenth week of the spring semester, the current Session of the Illinois 

40 Student Senate shall convene a Transition Meeting for the purpose of conducting an 

41 orderly and dignified transition of power. 

42 B. No business items may be introduced at the Transition Meeting. Items previously

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1 C. After the conclusion of all outstanding business, the Presiding Officer shall swear in 

2 the President-elect.

4 E. The newly installed Assembly shall then vote on whether to confer the honorary title 

5 of "Senator Emeritus" on all non-returning Student Senators.

7 relinquish control of the offices and the official records of the Illinois Student Senate to

18 the student body expects of those representing its collective interests." 

19 B. The Officers shall take the following oath: "I solemnly swear that I will fulfill my

32 billion single-use plastic bags annually, which is about 30 bags per person per month, or 

33 about 7 bags per week. Based on these figures, the student body of the University of

35 goes through about 1,278,150 plastic bags per month, or about 319,538 plastic bags per
